Occasionally 
the ends of the fingers are not 
enlarged but the nail grows very 
{hick and extends beyond the 
end of fingers and curls down 
around the end. 


ING - WORM of the nails is 

* one of the most ceforming 
of the diseases and it is very 
cfficult to control. The naii us- 
ually becomes thick and rough- 
ened, thin in one place and thick 
in another, hard and brittle. The 
free end will break off close to 
the nail bed. This end is thin 
and ridged, and tender while 
ihe back part is thig¢k and un- 
even. To overcome rijg worm we 
must soften the nail by the use 
of liquor potasse which must be 
rubbed on until the nail is soft 
and reduced to norma! thickness.

Thin girJs-are usually nervous, 
they tire easily and are subject 
to all sorts of celds and litile ill- 
nesses that never affect the 
plump girl. 

And usually the girl who is 
normal in weight, or possesses a 
few extra pounds, has a fresher, 
cloarer complexion and a sun- 
nier disposition than her scraw- 
nier sister. 

Four things are important in 
any program to gain weight, and 
they are very important. One is 
a healthy appetite, All of the 
good food in the world can do 
little for you if you must force it 
down. One way to achieve a good 
appetite is by moderate exercise 
in the fresh air. You should 
avoid getting overtired, however, 
as extreme weariness reduces the 
appetite to°a minimum and in- 
terferes with proper digestion. 

A good variety of attractive, 
well-cooked food is also neces- 
sary. Rich, heavy foods should 
be avoided, even though they are 
high in calory value. They are 
hard to digest and do more harm 
to your system than good. Sim- 
ple, easily digested foods such as 
rice, potatoes, macaroni, lean 
meats, eggs and cheese, butter, 
milk, fruits, vegetables and sim- 
ple, natural sweets like honey, 
and dates are excellent for 
building up the body. 

Another good weight-building 
stunt is the practice of drinking 
an extra quart of: milk daily. 
Take a glass in the mid-morning, 
another in the afternoon, and a 
third before going to bed at 
night. Pep it up with malted 
mitk, sweetening, flavoring, or a 
raw egg, if you wish, or take 
crackers or cookies with the 
drink. 

One important factor in the 
effort to increase weight is 
plenty of sleep. The thin girl 
needs to sleep nine or ten hours 
each night and have a nap in 
the middle of the day if it is pos- 
sible. If the nap is impossible, a 
rest period of fifteen minutes 
will help. If you go to business, 
save a part of your lunch hour’ 
for relaxation. Most offices pro- 
vide a rest room, where you can 
lounge, or even nap, for fifteen 
or twenty. minutes. 

The conscious ability to relax 
is the last and most important 
thing on the program. This is a 
difficult mental trick, but you 
should try to acquire it. Nervous 
tension and worry mean that all 
the muscles in your hody are 
taut and all of your little store 
of reserve energy is being burned 
away.

SERVE GEREALS

OST women think of cereal; 

in terms of breakfasts with- 
out realizing that cereals in thei 
more complex and varicd forms 
ere just as jmporient and just as 
deliclous when they appenr jit 
the luncheon or dinner table. 
Being an inexpensive source ot 
proteins minerats and vitamins, 
cereals should be stressed «spe- 
cially when the food allowance 
is limited. 

For Main Course 

Green peppers ocr tomatoes 
stuffed with Spanisn rice, maca- 
roni and cheese or Yice au xratlin 
make substantial and welcome 
main course dishes for any meal 
of the day. A little more unusual 
is the macaroni and cheese loaf 
in the first menu: 

Seald one cup of cream or 
milk and add one cup of bread 
crumbs, one cup of cooked maca- 
reni. or spaghetti, oue cup of 
cheese (grated and firmly 
sacked) and three eggs slightiy 
eaten.

+ of humble family who rose 
to Sreat hNeigh’s in government 
15 General Lazaro Cardenas, wno 
besa bis official career when he 
was fuurtcen years old, as an un- 
Laid office boy of the Jiquilpan, 
Menico, tax collector. During 
luis ree houys- he worked as ap- 
rientice in a printing shop and 
in 1912, when he was seventeen, 
he headed a cooperative printing 
company in the same town. 

Last June, when the Mexican 
Libor party nominatea General 
Cardenas for the Presidency of 
the Repuodlic, orators nade much 
of the fact that he had proved 
bimself adept at every job in the 
modest printing film he headed 
as a youth. His real ascent to 
national prominence began, haow- 
evet, When he joined the revolu- 
Uonary army in 1913. His rise in 


the army was rapid and since 
1915, when the 22nd regiment 


uncer his command was incor- 
porated with the division com- 
manded by General Plutarco 
Elias Calles, he has been closely 
identified with the revolutionary 
group whieh terminated a twen- 
ty year period af civil war and 
restored internal peace to Mexico. 

Cardenas’ first important po- 
litical post was the provisional 
governorship of his native Mi- 
choacan, to whieh he was ap- 
pointed in Juna, 1929, when he 
had passed his twewnty-fifth 
birthday. At the same time he 
was chief of military operations 
for the state, the highest mili- 
tary command in the area. 

When he resigned as War Sec- 
retary on May 15, 1933, prepara- 
tory to launching his candidacy 
for the National Revolutionary 
Party's nomination for the presi- 
dency, he was enly thirty-six 
years old. Yet in addition to 
the important War Secretary's 
portfolio, he has served previ- 
ously ag Interior Secretary, the 
chief cabinet office in Mexico and 
had been president of the Na- 
tional Revolutionary Party. 
whose support he sought in the 
approaching electoral battle. 

He will probably be Mexico's 
next president.
